The role of the Chino Basin 
Water Conservaticen District in 
the complex local water picture 
currently is under fire by cri-e 
tics who are questioning the real 
necessity for the existence of 
this county district supported 
by a 15¢ tix levy on lami only. 

Controversy centering on the 
CBWCD erupted ata February 
meeting of the Chino Basin Mue 
nicipal Water District when dis- 
cussion evolved into argument 
as to which agency -- the Chino 
Basin Municipal Water District 
or the Chino Basin Water Cone 
Servation District -- could in- 
Stigute and conduct an effective 
groundwater basin management 
program within the Chino Basin. 
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The Conservation District 
covers an area of almost onee 
milf of the Chino Basin, and its 
chief function in the past has 
been to acquire kinds for sete 
tling basins, which then have 
been sold to the County Flood 
Control District for operation 
ami management. 

Officially, the Conservation 
District states its present and 
future objective policy ‘‘To pure 
chase and develop sites for 
spreading basins for conserva. 
tion and/or recharge while eco- 
nomically feasible. Coordinate 
this development program with 
the master plans of the US 
Corps of Engineers, County 
Flood Control District, Chino 
Basin Municipal Water District 
and other interested entities and 








in a2 manner that will provide 
the needed capacity and at the 
Same time be a fair distribu. 
tion of all conserved or reple- 
nishement waters to the area 
being represented,’’ 

Special committees of both 
agencies, th CBMWD AND 
CBCWD, were formed in early 
January to review the future 
roll of the Water Conservation 
District, and a joint meeting of 
the two committees was held, 
The matter was then placed on 
the agenda for the regular Feb. 
2 meeting of th CBMWD, 

It was at this meeting that 
committee members from the 
water district submitted a re. 
port to the effect that the Wa- 
ter Conservation District had 


served its purpose and should 


now be dissolved, 

Water Conservation District 
officials proposed that the area 
of the district be extended to 
encompass all of the area over. 
lying the Chine Basin, and 
thereby extend its activities, 

Some critics of the Water 
Conservation District say its 
usefulness is limited because 
it does not cover enough area, 

Another point af criticism is 
that its primary function is that 
of a land agent «« or real ese 
tate salesman «<- in buying proe 
perty from private individuals 
{and at inflated prices in some 
past instances) and reselling 
the property to another tax supe 
parted agency, 

Still another area of criti. 
cism is that since the 15¢ per 









City government in Upland 
will be studied by a 3-person 
Counstil committee, it was de- 
termined Tuesday night during 
an Executive session, 

After the hour and 21-minute 
private discussion was over, 
Mayor James Christensen exe 
plained that several items were 
discussed, resulting in a desire 
to pass a formal resolution as 
follows: 

“That a committee of the 
Council be appointed by the 
Mayor to study legislative and 
administrative procedures in 
the city government of Upland 
and report back to the Council 
any recomendations for im- 
provements,’’ 

A motion to accept the resoe 
lution was made by Councilman 
George Gibson and seconded by 








Council to study city 
government procedures 


Councilman Ronald Rossitter, 
and passed unanimously. 

The Council met by them- 
selves after the regular, but 
short, meeting for 1 hour and 
8 minutes, then called in City 
Attorney Donald Maroney and 
City Manager Elwin Alder for 
another 13 minutes. 

When the public and press 
were allowed in, Mayor Chris- 
tensen said there were several 
items ‘hanging fire for some 
time,’’ 

One was, in effect, the Ar- 
chitectural Comm'ssion, which 
has two members’ terms ex- 
piring April 1. Since the Come 
mission is under a new ordi- 
nance, with changes envisioned 
in members, the Council wanted 
to talk over people and recom- 
mendations regarding person- 


nel of the Comm'ssion. 

The Mayor then said that the 
second item discussed covered 
the immediate past subject of 
the “election of the mayor’ and 
the reasons behind the sugges- 
tion to have an elected mayor. 

He said there was a ‘fmise 
understanding’? in many areas 
which were ‘hard to place a 
finger on exactly,’? and added 
the word ‘*misunderstanding” 
might not be a correct word to 
use. 

He stated that the Council 
was concerned with its rela- 
tionships with the City Mana- 
ger, the relationship of the 
City Manager to the City Clerk, 
the various relationships ine 
volving the City Attorney, ‘fand 
so forth,”

Red Cross gets U.F. funds, keeps doors open ze. 


Three key actions were taken 
Mar. 1 by the United Fund ree 
garding the Upland and Ontario 
Red Cross service centers: 

1, Accepted an apology by the 
Red Cross for the article pub- 
lished ‘inaccurately’? in THE 
NEWS Feb, 15 as given out by 
a salaried RedCross employee; 
and termed the matter “at an 
end,’’ 

2. Agreed to set up a2 com- 
mittee to work out with the Red 
Cross an agreement involving 
supplemental fund drives or 
contributions which go counter 
to United Fund Policy. 

3. Authorized immediate 


payment of the funds due the Red 
Cross for the first quarter of 
1967 so that the two Red Cross 
chapters could keep their doors 
open to operate. An emergency 
check had been issued for pay- 
roll, but the bulk of the funds 
have been withheld pending 
signing of the agreement with 
the United Fund. 

Appearing before the United 
Fund Executive Committee 
Mar. 1 were Art Hecht, re- 
presenting the Ontario Red 
Cross service center, and who 
acted as sole spokesman; and 
Wally Grass and Al Lynch ree 
presenting the Upland Red 


Cross service center, 
ee 

UNITED FUND President 
Clarke Boesen opened the meet- 
ing with a statement about the 
Red Cross and John L, Doyle, 
Chapter chairman, with heade 
quarters in San Bernardino. 

Mr. Boesen said that Mr. 
Doyle had talked to him to exe 
press his ‘‘great displeasure” 
and embarrassment” about 
THE NEWS article, and to cone 
vey his apologies to the United 
Fund, that the article did not 
actually represent the views of 
the Red Cross, 

Mr. Boesen said three things 


had happened: 

ONE, that Mr, Doyle told him 
about the special Red Cross 
meeting Feb. 26 merging Upland 
and Ontario centers by July 1, 
that Dr. Gilbert Brown, vice 
president of Redlamis Univere 
sity had been named to 4 come 
mittee to find a new site, and 
that Mr. Grass and Mr. Hecht 
were named to appoint the other 
members of the committee, 

TWO, that Mr. Doyle set up 
a conference with THE NEWS to 
tell of the merger and to the 
effect that the article was ‘‘in- 
correct’’ and that there ‘‘never 
had been any pressure placed 


upon the Red Cross by the Unti- 
ted Fund’? toward merging the 
two centers. Mr. Boesen atten- 
ded this meeting. 

THREE, that ‘‘necessary dis- 
ciplinary action’’ would be tre 
ken against ‘‘salaried employe 
ees’ of the Red Cross for THE 
NEWS article. 

Mr, Boesen then summed up 
his statement by saying that the 
United Fund *’accepts the apoloe 
gy” and ‘‘this brings the matter 
to an end,” 

*** 

TURNING TO DIFFERENT 
matters, spokesman Hecht said 
that the Red Cross had apprecle 


ated all the assistance lent toit 
ami all agencies by the United 
Fund and especially Tom Vais, 
Executive Director. 

He said the three Red Cross 
representatives now were ape 
pearing to get the “agreement” 
signed between the United Fund 
and Red Cross, that it has not 
been signed and money was be- 
ing witiheld, 

He said the agreement was 
99.99% a United Fund agree- 
ment, but the Red Cross wanted 
one single word changed, 

The word was “approval’’ 
which, in essence signifies the 
United Fund must approve all 


supplemental fund drives. 

Mr. Hecht said “We need « 
check for immediate funds or 
we are afraid we will have to 
close our doors,’ He noted an 
emergency check had come 
through to pay the payroll, 

He said problems arise out 
of disaster, that the work load 


of the Red Cross has tripled 


with Vietnam, 

He explained that “If the Red 
Cross closes the doors in the 
area” that any serviceman 
needing an emergency leave 


must obtain approval by the Red — 


Cross after investigation, and 
then “instead of 24 hours, it 


may take 14 days’ to get a 
leave. 

“The Red Cross is severely 
taxed these days,” he said, “I 
am concerned with keeping the 
facilities open.’’ 

Mr. Hecht said that he was 
sure that ‘Wally (Smith) andArt 
(Lynch) will be happy to get tow 
gether’ in the merger. He said 
he understood the desire for 
“local identity” but that “untfle 
cation and merger are the ore

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Red Cross struggling 
on three battlefields 


THE RED CROSS Is In the news these 
days, 

To understand what is happening with the 
Red Cross we might break down events into 
three categories; 

The situation between the Red Croas and 
the United Fund, the relationship between 
the Ontarlo and the Upland service centers, 
and the problems within the Red Cross, 

In fact, all three are inter-related, 


THE RED CROSS is fighting » battle with 
the United Fund. This week’s story tells 
the latest of that tale, 

The Red Cross has been denied funds for 
the first quarter of 1967 as a PRESSURE 
MOVE BY THE UNITED FUND t force the 
Red Cross to terms on how fund campaigns 
shall be conducted, 

The Red Cross normally is not getting 
enough money through the United Fund, so 
it wants to be able to conduct special fund 
drives in some manner in order to survive 
and provide for the ‘‘war and disaster’ 
problema tt faces. 

The United Fund then deducts this amount 
from the budgeted allocation to the Red 
Cross, so this extra money doesn't help 
the Red Cross in the least. This is what 
this argument is about, 

Talk about ‘‘PRESSURE’’, we doubt if 
there could be much more PRESSURE on 
the Red Cross than HOLDING UP first 
Quarter funds, and talk of DENYING FUNDS 
for rental space for the Upland service 
center. We don’t care what anyone says 
about there being NO PRESSURE, we merely 
point to the obvious facts. 


THEN THERE ts the forced merger of the 
Upland and Ontario service centers. The 
Red Cross brass knows that the Upland 
chapter existed for 50 years until 1966 
with great devotion to the cause by local 
residents and great esprite de corps,, 

Now they hope to maintain this even with 
a forced merger, It’s not possible tn our 
opinion, 

It doesn’t matter whether the new site 
is in Upland or Ontario, the Upland spirit 
ia being watered down, 

We now also seriously question whether 
the City of Upland should go ahead with its 
plans to turn over the entire present li- 





brary building to the Red Cross a a nominal 
figure, 

In the special light of the United Fund's 
attitude, there is, at a minimum, room for 
thorough examination of this idea,

THE RED CROSS ITSELF appears to be 
having internal problems, mainly on the 
management end of the line, 

While it is within the rights of any organ- 
ization to take or to state that disciplinary 
action will be taken against its own salaried 
employees for what it considers poor pub- 
licity in a local newspaper, we hope there 
is pause in this regard, 

THE NEWS was called into the picture by 
a City Councilman to a meeting in the City 
Hall to know what was going on regarding 
use of the taxpayers property in behalf of 
the Red Cross. The public has every right 
to know that the CITY as well as the Red 
Cross, was faced with a housing problem, and 
possible request for free space, or there 
would be a merger by the Red Cross. Local 
“salaried employees’ should not be made 
the scapegoat, 

We view the sudden decision of the Red 
Cross to wipe out the Upland service center 
as a panic decision, a decision made rash. 
ly without due regard for Uplanders.

WE FAIL TO SEE the widom of wiping out 
The Red Cross “chapter’®? and within six 
months kill off the “service center’’ in 
Upland.-after a glorious 50-year span. 

It all boils down to a case of being 
‘nibbled’? to death or being chopped off 
cold turkey, When the nibbling process was 
exposed by THE NEWS, the Red Cross 
reacted with the axe, 

In eight years alone Upland has grown 
from 13,000 to 30,000 people, It will con. 
tinue to grow to 90,000 people, 

With such an outstanding record of achleve- 
ment on the part of all Uplanders toward 
thetr Red Cross over the past 50 years, 
with no indication of less support either 
now or in the future, plus the great aware. 
ness of local community identity, we fail 
to see the reasoning behind the wiping out 
of local identity and tnterest at this stage 
of growth, 

As far as we can see, Upland can look 
upon the United Fund, the Red Cross heade 
quarters crowd, and the Ontario service 
center--all three--with a jaundiced eye.

Wf there is a YES vote, every 
district would receive an ade 
ditional $15 per ADA (average 
daily attendance) and the total 
would be $510,000 higher, $7\. 
932,400 for both 1967.68 and 
the current year, 1966.67, 

However, in 1968.69 after the 
districts had unified. the total 
would drop back to *7,288,100, 
which is $134,300 less than the 
present amount. 

One af the few questions asked 
after the explonations, was 
more of a statement by Gordon 
Beisel, Montclair « Ontario 
trustee, who said, in effect «. 
“This means that our taxes will 
geo up and we'll get less money,” 
to which the answer was ‘*yes,” 

If the district unifies, Clem 
pointed out in his explanation of 
finances, the unified district 
would have an assessed value

tion question will be the names 
of candidates for the seven.man 
unified board, and a question on 
the assumption of bonded ine 
debtedness, 

Etiwanda, whieh had no bone 
ded indebtedness, voted down
